Tue new Opera of The Maid of Judah was performed, for the sixth 
time, last night, affording a great treat to the lovers of music. Mr. 
Lacy has selected some of Rossini’s finest compositions, and has 
adapted them ina very skilful manner. Miss Paton never appeared 
to greater advantage than in this Opera : her musical knowledge, and 
the purity of her taste, joined to her unequalled voice, render her the 
ablest singer on the English stage for the compositions of the Italian 
school. ‘The chorusses are now executed in the most perfect manner ; 
aud the whole goes off with the greatest éclat. After the Opera, was 
produced, for the first time, a Rustic Divertisement, founded on the 
well-known ballad of Auld Robin Gray.—It is one of the prettiest 
trifles we bave seen for a long time. The dancing, and the pantomime, 
are delightfully adapted to a number of old Scottish melodies, which 
we are never tired of hearing. Mr. D’Albert danced with a good deal 
of grace and agility; as did Mrs. Bedford, Mrs. Vedy, Miss Egan, 
Miss Thomasin, &c. ‘There was some very pretty grouping by the 
corps de ballet ; and the tout ensemble was extremely pleasing.—It was 
received in the most favorable manner, and loudly applauded through- 
out. Raising the Wind concluded, in which Wrench and Mrs. Daven- 
port excited considerable laughter by their comic efforts. Miss J. Scott 
looked very pretty and unassuming as Peggy, and played her trifling 
part with great propriety —The house was very full. 

Drurp Zane Cheatre. 

Last night, Arne’s delightful Opera of Artaxerxes, was performed 
at this house, when Miss Betts for the first time appeared in the cha- 
racter of Mandane, and acquitted herself with great skill. This young 
lady has a fine, powerful, and flexible voice, and gave the music of the 
part with great effect : but in some of her airs she added some extra~ 
neous and unnecessary ornaments, which destroyed the charm of ex- 
pression, by sacrificing simplicity to execution : this particelarly strack 
us in the manner iu which Miss Betts sang ‘ If o'er the eruel tyrant love,’ 
which should be sung with the most expressive simplicity, especial! 
the last lines, ‘ What was my pride,’ &c. where every tone sho 
breathe the truest pathos. Her ‘ Monster, away,’ and ‘ The Soldier 
tir’d,’ were the best things she sang ; the latter she executed in a very 
spirited manner, and richly merited the encore which she received. 

Miss Love’s rbaces was very good ; she sang ‘ Water parted from 
the Sea’, delightfully, in ber own expressive style. The .4riabanee of 
Braham, was the most perfect performance in the Opera ; he gave the 








| recitative, with admirable taste, and in the air‘ Thy Father away,’ 
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the energy of hip masner, ud the ri¢h volume of lis veiew conjoined, 
aol a powerfal effeet, he was loudly applauded and encored.— 
Miss Bartolozzi made her second appearance at this Theatre, in her 
sister’s favorite partof Artaxérwes, but sorry aré wé to say, with 
not one tithe part of her sister’s talent.; she completely failed in that 
simply beautiful air, ‘Ia infaney,’ whieh we do not ever recollect to 
have heard sung before, without jg an encore.
